The subject matter of claims 1, 14, and 15 does not involve an inventive step on account of 
documents 1 and 2. Document 2 describes a means that uses a resin heating and curing step that uses 
a liquid heating medium. Employing this means in the resin heating and curing step of the method of 
manufacturing an insulated coil for a rotating electric machine described in document 1 would be easy 
"or a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matter of claim 6 does not involve an inventive step on account of document 1 
through document 3. Document 3 describes a means that coats a reaction-promoting agent on the 
inside surface of a mica tape (particularly paragraph [0019]). Employing this means in the winding 
step of the method of manufacturing an insulated coil for a rotating electric machine described in 
document 1 would be easy for a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matter of claims 7-1 1 does not involve an inventive step on account of document 1 
through document 3. Document 1 describes a means that brings a contact plate for forming and 
working into contact with releasing tape and then wraps and secures the aforesaid contact plate with 
heat-shrinkable tape. 

The subject matter of claims 12 and 13 does not involve an inventive step on account of 
document 1 through document 4. Document 4 describes a means that provides a receiving dish to hold 
dripping and falling resin. Employing this means in the resin heating and curing step of the method of 
manufacturing an insulated coil for a rotating electric machine described in document 1 would be easy 
for a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matter of claims 2-5 is neither described nor suggested in any of the aforesaid 
documents. Also, it is not found to be obvious, based on these documents, so it is novel and involves 
an inventive step. 



Also, the subject matter of claims 1-15 obviously has industrial applicability.
